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THE  VAN  DEVENTER  FAMILY 

-  JAN  PIETERSZ  VAN  DEVENTER,  FOUNDER 

1.  Jan  (John)  Pietersz  van  Deventer,  bp.  April  24,  1627,  in 
the  City  of  Deventer,  Province  of  Overyssel,  was  the  founder 
of  the  family  in  America.  He  was  the  son  of  Pieter  Hermans 
van  Deventer,  from  Twello,  and  Fenneke  Hendricks,  born  in 
Weseke,  Westphalia.    He  died  ca.  1692  in  New  Netherland. 

The  middle  name  of  Jan  Pietersz  (or  Pietersen)  van  Deven- 
ter is  from  the  first  name  of  his  father,  with  "sz"  or  "sen" 
added,  signifying  "son  of."  Such  middle  names  ai'e  identi- 
fying in  baptisms,  but  are  seldom  used  in  signatures. 

In  the  year  1652,  in  the  village  of  Houten,  Province  of 
Utrecht,  Jan  Pietersz  van  Deventer  and  Maria  Hoogeboom 
were  married,  in  a  church  that  is  still  in  use.  Maria  was  born 
at  Houten,  a  village  about  four  miles  from  the  City  of  Utrecht, 
and  was  the  daughter  of  Rochus  Ardiaens  Hoogeboom  and 
Maria  Willems  van  Odyck  (b.  at  Odyck).  The  name  Hooge- 
boom is  pronounced  with  the  sound  of  long  "o"  in  both  syllables, 
and  the  word  means  high  tree.  Rochus  is  a  Dutch  christian 
name  after  St.  Rochus  (French  Roger) .  The  Reformed  church 
changed  Rochus  to  Rutger. 

Rochus  Adriaens  Hoogeboom  (b.  before  1597),  the  father 
of  Maria,  was  a  resident  of  Houten  and  for  many  years,  from 
1617,  held  a  position  of  considerable  importance  as  secretary 
of  the  town,  and  was  an  officer  in  the  church  there.  He  was 
the  son  of  Adriaen  Hoogeboom,  b.  before  1577. 

Cem.  Record,  village  of  Ghoy  and  Houten. 

In  connection  with  a  mortgage,  dated  at  Houten  April  28, 
1653,  by  the  heirs  of  Rochus  Adriaens  Hoogeboom,  on  the 
house  situated  next  to  the  parsonage  on  the  Brink  (square), 
in  the  village  of  Houten,  his  children  appeared  at  a  hearing 
before  the  schepens  in  the  "noble  and  mighty  Lords  'States' 
Court  of  Houten  and  Ghoy"  and  their  names  are  set  out  as 
heirs  of  Rochus  Adriaens  Hoogeboom  "in  his  life  Secretary 
of  Houten,  and  Maria  Willems,  daughter  van  Odyck,  their 
parents."  The  mortgage  was  cancelled  Sept.  25,  1660,  signed 
by  the  schepens  and  by  Cornells  Hoogeboom,  brother  of  Rochus 
Adriaens  Hoogeboom.

'■■  From  various  old  records,  including  a  deed  executed  by  Jan 
van  Deventer,  it  appears  that  at  and  prior  to  the  time  of  his 
marriage,  his  wife's  married  sister  Cornelia  lived  in  Utrecht, 
in  a  house  near  the  great  church.  The  house  was  in  an  angle 
facing  the  plaza  on  which  the  old  church  and  tower  stand,  and 
is  still  in  use. 

Cornells  Hoogeboom,  a  bachelor  uncle  of  Maria,  also  lived 
in  Utrecht,  and  died  in  1664.  He  left  a  substantial  bequest  to 
his  niece  Maria,  who  was  then  married  to  Jan  and  living  in 
New  Netherland.  (Houten  Records).  Jan  executed  a  power 
of  attorney,  along  with  his  wife,  to  collect  this  legacy  and  for 
the  conveyance  of  property  inherited  by  her  from  her  father. 
From  an  examination  of  the  records  in  the  Province  of 
Utrecht,  it  was  found  that  Jan  Pietersz  (van  Deventer) ,  kleer- 
maker  (tailor),  resided  in  Utrecht  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Dutch  church  there  in  the  1650's.  He  later  lived  in  Bunnik, 
southeast  of  Utrecht,  from  1653  to  1661,  when  he  emigrated 
from  the  Netherlands  to  America.  The  old  church  in  this 
village  is  still  in  use  and  has  some  copies  of  the  old  records, 
but  no  list  of  the  members  at  the  time  of  Jan's  residence  there, 
and  the  record  of  baptisms  is  fragmentary.  There  is  a  record 
showing  that  on  April  4,  1658,  Jan,  the  Kleermaker  (tailor), 
baptised  a  daughter,  Marieken  (old  form  of  Maria).  The 
wife's  name  is  not  given.  That  they  were  members  of  the 
Dutch  church  at  Bunnik  is  attested  by  the  fact  that  they 
brought  letters  to  New  Netherland  on  which  they  were  ad- 
mitted to  membership  in  the  Dutch  church  at  Breukelen 
(Brooklyn),  N.  Y.,  Dec.  25,  1662.

John  T.  Ho^ebooia,  on©  of   the  bast  kno??n  and  universally  ro- 
Bpeoted  oltlsana  of  Columbia  oounty,   died  this  morning  at  hla 
hoaae  at  Ghent,   of  brain  fever.     He  was  born  in  Ghsnt,    in  1B13, 
and  hi 3  anoestors  wore   among  the  first  settlers  of   tha  county. 
His  father,   Tobias  L.  Hogaboca,  was  a  member  of  aaaeiably  in 
1833,    and  was  presidential   eleotor   in  1844.      An  anti-alavsry 
damoorat  of  the   Silaa  Wright  school,    hs   allied  himself  with 
the  republioan  party  at   its  formation,    and  was  always  a  sturdy,  un 
comprczaislng  leader?   in  its  oaapaigns,   a  hard  hitter  and  a  fair 
fighter.     While  a  democrat,   he  served  eight  years  as  Judge  of 
Columbia  county,   baing  an  incumbent  during  the  first  two  terms, 
after  the  adoption  of   the  constitution  of  184Q.      In  1857,   he 
WU.3  a  member  of   assembly,    and  again  In  1876  and  1877.      In  1861, 
he  ^las  appointed  General  Appraiser  of  the  ouatc&a  house  In 
Ha\>  York,   and  fulfilled  his  datlea  to  the  general  satisfaction 
of  both  the  importers  and  the  government,   and  retired,   after 
holding  the  position  a  number  of  years,    a  poorer  man  than 
when  he   took  the  office.      After  hla  last  appearance   in   the 
assembly,   he  retirad  from  public   life,    and  devoted  his   tim« 
to  his  fgirm.      The  present  member  from  Columbia  county, 
John  C,   Hogeboom,    is  hla  cousin.

&  few  year 3  ago,    hs  resided  In  J^amalca.      Than  ha  moved  to 
the  nei^borhoed  of  Cedarhurst,      Hore  h©  resided  during  the 
olosing  period  of  his  life.     He  was  well  knoim  in  ourgsry. 
Hia  operE^tiona  in  that  art,    and  his  views  as  a  teacher  of  it, 
through  his  writings,   won  him  respect.     He  uaB  also  an  intel- 
ligent saaitarian.     Ho  lectured  on  water  supply,    and  drainage, 
and  on  forestry  preservation  before  the  medical  societies  of 
the   three  counties,   coicprislng  this  island,   and  before  af- 
filiated b^jdies  elsewhere.      Nor  did  strictly  professional 
subjects  engage  hia  pen.     He  wrote  often  ani  well  on  ethical 
and  public  matters,   for  papers  in  Jainaica,   and  at  Hockavmyf 
on  the  island,   for  the  Times  and  Tribune  in  Nsvt  York,    and  for 
this  Journal.     Record  would  be  unjustly  incoinplete,    if   the 
abilities  of  this  veruitlle  man,    as  a  sculptor  were  ignored. 
His  devotion  to  the  latter  art,   had  its  bajais   in  his  excel- 
lence as  an  anatomist,   and  in  a  natural   and  cultivated  pro- 
fioienoy  far  portraiture,    whether  with  pencil  or  brush.      The 
ext3nsion  of  thlf?  gift  to  aoulptura,   began  modestly,   but 
progressed  almost  to  fame.      His  bas     reliefs  in  olay^ 
plaster  and  brons«  of  Irving,   Bryant,   Jefferson,  Franklin, 
Hamilton  and  Laf ayetta,   were   supploraented  by  like  repra- 


ss5ntation3  of  many  privats  oltizena  of  profeaaional  and  ooolal 
©lainenot,    and  by  Idaal  f  aooa  of  man-  and  wcmsn,  not  a  fQWo 
Dr.   Ilogabooa  did  not  rt'prssent  the  proverb  of  "off  ectiva  In 
muoh,   but  emiasnt  In  nothing. «     Effective  in  much  he  was, 
erainent  in  modiolnQa    surgery,   soulpture  and  ongravlngj   and 
in  soientifio  authorship,   ho  also  naa.      The  worlds  of  art, 
of  learning,   and  of  literature  were  more  faralliar  to  him, 
and  he  was  more   at  hojts   in  thorn,   than  oould  ba  said  of  ths 
world  of  affairs.      His  outlook  on  politioa,  parties  end  con- 
testa  for  political  power  vvas  ingonuoua  to  childliksneos, 
but  was  nark&d  by  candor,  purity  and  faith.      Hs  will  long 
be  remembered  and  profoundly  regretted  by  a  largs  circle  of 
professional  and  personal   friends.

TJi9  s?@maia9  of  Judge  Charles  H«  Bsajahall,  who  died  in  Chicago, 
WQdaaeday,   wera   brought  to  this  city  last  night,  and  the  burial 
will   coour  this  aftornoon  at  Ghent,  Columbia  oounty. 
Judga  Bramhall  was  born  in  ths  villagQ  of  Nassau,  Rensselaer 
county^   H,   Y, ,    Aug.    15,    1811.     He  v?as  the   son  of  Uosss  Baranhall 
and  Elizabeth  Hulb3rt,  of  Austsrlitz,  Columbia  oounty,   and  waa 
dosoendod  from  the  Bramhall  s  of  Plymouth,   llass.      One  of  tha 
direct  anoestors,   Georgs  Braishall,  was  mortally  wounded  in  re- 
sisting an  attaoh  frcii  the    Indians  in  1689,   at  Portland,  Hs* 
Graduating  from  tho  Ashley  High  School  at  Canaan,      Mr.   Braahall 
taught  a  school,   and  then  studied  law  in  Hudson  and  Buffalo.      He 
was  admitted  to   the  bar  in  1834,  and  two  years  lat'sr,   appointed 
a  master  in  chancery  by  Governor  Maroy.      In  1841,  he  romovad  to 
Albany,  where  he  beoaiae  a  member  of  the  law  firm  of  Koon,  Braahall 
and  Ferguson.      In  1845,   he  was  appointed  by   Governor  Wright,   a 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Coiomon  Pleas  of  Albany  oounty,   and  held 
the   office  until  it  was  abolished  by   the  constitution  of  1848. 
After  residing  in  Kinderhook,  Coluicbia  oounty,  for  sevsa  years, 
he  reaovod  to  the  city  of  new  York  in  1857,   and  not  long  after- 
wards,  v?as  appointed  by  Governor  King,   one  of   the  board  of  wardens 
of   the  port.     He  was  reappointed  by  Governors  King  and  Morgan,         ■'' 
and  served  much  of   the  time  as  president  of  tho  board,   and  alwaya 
as   its  legal  adviser. 

An  anti-slavery  Democrat  of   the  Jeffersonian  school,   he  took  an 
aotlva  part  in  the  agitation  preoeding  the   forination  of  the  \- 

llepublioan  party,    and  strongly  supported  Fremont  In  the  caapaign 
Of  1858,   and  Lincoln  in  the  oaapaigna  of   1860  and  1864.     Before

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tha  T?ar,   h3  aotad  v/ith  Uha  "undaa^ground  railroad^  pocplo  In 
behalf  of  the  yefug**  alaves,   and  during  ths  war,   he  waa  oloa^ly 
a330olatad  with  tha  Union  D«fen»a  ooaaaltt*^,   and  aotivoly  sup- 
portad  th«  govarniiiaat  in  ita  gonsral  policy,   though  advocating 
ths   smanolpatlon  or   thf-a  slaves  from  th9  OQmra^3no9Ci^nt•      Aftsr   ths 
waafi,   he  removed  to  Virginia,  wh^ra  ha  puroheaed  a  f^iXTZ  in 
Fsi.rfax  oounty,   naar  Falle  church,   and  took  a  promiaant  part  In 
the  rsoonatruotion  of  tha  state.      In  March,   1869,  ha  waa  appolnttsd 
circuit  judgd  of   the  Richmond  county  circuit,   and  held  th©  of flc<5 
about  two  years,  until  th©  ;Judioial  offices  l:>y  ©loctloa  by  ths 
Lsglalatura,   fell  into  the  hands  of  ths  Dsmooratio  party.

Upon  his  partial  recovery,   he  visitsd  his  on  in  Albany,   and  re- 
mained in  hia   family,   upon  his  removal   to  Chicago,    last  year. 
Judge   Braahall   married,    in  1335,   Eliza,   dau^t'.^r   of   Judge   Toblaa 
L.  Hogeboow,    of  Ghent,   Columbia  county.      Their  tliree  eona  ars 
still  living  —  Colonel  Williara  L,    DrsiEhall,    (who  served  in  tha 
93d.    N.  Y,    Vols.)    in  Washington,  D,    C.  i   Frank  J.    Braraiiall,  who 
is  with  tl2«  iiichigan  Central  railroad  In  Chicago,   and  John  T» 
Bramhall,   formerly  of  the   "Evening  Journal*  staff,   ai-id  lately 
on  Major  Handy 'a  staff  at  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago. 

The  above  obituary  notice,   from  It a  conoissnsoa  and  exaotnaaa,    I    , 
believ^i   to  havs  besn  written  by  my  brother,  Frank  J.,  \7ho  was       ; 
by  nature,  a  scholar  and  a  journalist.      I  will   add  that  my 
father,   on  ioavirg  the  bench  in  Richmond,   {ynare  he  was  also 
judge  of  the  hustings  court  and  ths  court  of  probate)   received 
the  formal  thanks  of  the  entire  bar   (all  politically  opposed 
to  hia  and  all  Yanke«»)   for  his  Icisartial  and  courtaoua  treat- 
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Ksnt,   and  for  hl@  falrnasa  and  ability  In  ocnduotlus  his  offlo®^ 
end  in  discharging  his  many  dutla»fl  ho  having,  if  or  tho  flrat 
tima  in  its  hlat02?y^  olsanad  up  tho  doolsot  of  his  oourt,  which 
Wfts  loaded  with  ovor  1,5C^  caoaa.     Ho  izitroduoed  also,   againat 
tha  protest  of  his  prosQouting  attorney,  th©  Buspsadad  ssntano©, 
in  tho   oaae  of   ^uvonil©  pf^^asxders,  with  great  suooeaa,  and  ha 
broka  up  the  syatcra.  In  his  oourt^  of  lawyers.- living  off  p]?o- 
traoted  litigation  and  adniniotratlon  of  estates.     His  Qorra- 
epondenoa,  with  many  of  the  laadlng  asn  of  ths  tins©,  was  of 
graat  interest   to  ths  hisxorian,  but  I  bsllsva  that  non©  of  It 
remains.     Politically^   the  above  notice  will  apply  as  well  to 
hi  a  broth er-in-lav?,  John  T.   Hogsbocra,  with  whom  ha  waa  very 
closoly  aaaooiatel.

HISTCRXO   liAIISION  FJRiJED. 
HSW  YORK  SUN,    1833, 

An  intareating  old  tnaaaion  was  di^stroyed  by  firo  in  Clavaraok, 
H.  Y.    on  March  36,   1889,  a  mansion  whose  histOjfy  dataa  baok  boyond 
th^  Revolution.      To  ths  prssant  gsnaratlcn.   It  was  JcDDi^n  a3 
the  *'Wataon  w^bb  housa^  from  tha  nam®  of  Ita  ownar  in  tha 
©arly  part  of  th®  proaent  century.     Althou^  ths  old  maaaion 
waa  tha  aosna  of  many  a  adrry  making  in  colonial  daya,  and 
saw  many  a  bloody  affray  in  the  Revolution,  baing  on  debatable 
ground  when  th©  British  were  trying  to  out  their  way  through 
to  Hew  York  from  Lak©  Chaaplain  and  Saratoga,   and  althou^ 
G^nsral  Lafayette  was  shaltared  under   its  roof,    it   is  porhapa 
bast  remarabsred  aa  the   spot  vThare   tha  veraas  wars  writtan  begin- 
ning: 

"T'was  tho  night  bafora  Chriatmaa** 
It  waa  in  1704,    when  Kilia^n  Hogaboom  took  posaeaalon  of  a 
tract  of  land,   8  raila  squoro,  nov*  including  Claveraok,   threa 
railea  from  tha  Hudson  River,  and  to  the  east  of  th6  city  of 
Hudson,      It  waa  purchased  from  Chancellor  Livingston.   Kiliaan 
Hogabocais  son  Jacobus  began  building  the  old  mansion  in  1737. 
It  had  ganaroua  halls  and  big  roccia,   and  had  a  frontaga  of 
63  feet, along  which  ran  a  oe^aoioua  porch.      Ovsr  the  porch, 
olamborsd  an  ivy, which,   aa  years  rolled  by,   struck  its     roots 
deeper  and  wider   into  th©  soil,   and  extended  ita  ehads  over 
portico  and  aansicn.     Th©  interior  waa  flnlohsd  in  the  highest 
style  of  Dutch  art.      Th«  fireplaces  ware  of  tiles,    illustrating 
Soript\iral  subjects,  and  war©  brou^t  frcm  Amstordaa.     Tha 

mantola  war©   of  wood,   and  were  quaintly  and  curiously  carved,

that  th3  fumltura  and  o:«p6n3iv8  brloabraclt,   brought  frca 
tb^  old  country,   laada  tha  mansion  on©  of  the  moat  doll^itful 
plao#a  to  ba  sson  at  that  tiso.   In  the  Hudson  Rivsr  valloy, 
and  that  Dutch  hospitality ^  tasLda  tha  spot  famouo,  for  good 
living  xxp  and  down  tho  rivar.      It  v?aa  dui'lng  the  Revolution, 
that  thd  houaa  V7a3  moat  fomous  for  its  hospitality.      Tho 
property  had  dssoanded  to  Gen,    Samuel  Webb,  on  officer  in  the 
Continental  Army.      Gen,   Webb  had  married  the  granddaughter  of 
Jaoobua  Hogaboom,      It  was  when  LafayettQ  was  on  a  visit  to 
Gsa.  Webb,   that  ha  etched  on  a  window  pane,  with  his  diaJiiond 
ring,   his  narna,   and  date   of  hla  visit.

Ths   Tiiaa;     Tha  opening  of  the  yeax  1?88,    and  the  year  following, 
TI16  Hav?  Constitution  had  baen  adopted  by  the  Convention  at 
Phlladslphia,   on  the   17th  day  of  September,   17873   and  public 
attention  was  nov?  centered  upon  the  aooeptojioe  by  the  Statee^ 
and  the  creation  of  a  Nation,   -  or  its  rejection,   and  the 
formation  of  a  number  of  independent,    but  feeble  Statea.      In 
NevT  York  Stata,   opinion  waa  divided.      Commerolal  people, -what 
it   is  the  fashion  now  to  call   ^'bourgeoise^-  were  fearful  of 
Hew  York  losing  h^ar  eupreraaoy  a3  the  oommerolal  center,   advo- 
cated either  control  or  independence,      Ths  Governor,   George 
Clinton,   Aaron  Biirr,    and  others  of  political   influence,  were 
of   this  class.      The  Schuyler a.   Jays,    Livingstone,    Van  Renaselaera, 
jgt_al . ,   mostly  landed  gentry,    approved  the  plan   «to  form  a 
more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  promote  domestlo 
tranquility"  etc.,   as  declared  by  the  draft  adopted  by  the 
Convention  (although  two  of  the  New  York  delegates  had  with- 
drawn, leaving  Hamilton  to  sign  alone  for  his  state, }     This 
was  the  one  topic  of  discussion,   and  we  must  not  be  surprised 
to  find  it  Very  prominsnt   in  the  letters. 
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The  place!        New  York  City,-  which  than  scarcely   extended 
northward  beyond  Wall   street,-  and  tha  hinterland  of   the 
Hudson,    or  North  river,   which  was  the  main  art^ery  of   travel, 
to  the  still  primitively  Dutch  city  of   wlUerastadt,   or 

Beaverwyok,  now  called  by  the  unwelcome  name  of  Albany,  given 
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It  to  2^srpat;uat3  ono  of  tho  titles  ot   tho  pcpioh  ICinj  Jaaea. 
la  this  hinterland,  wars  the  broad  ©otataa  of  tho  Van 
Hsssaslaers^  LivingatonSi  Sohuyi^ra-  Van  Kassas,  Van  Bargons^ 
Hogobooaa  and  othdra,  soma  aoqulred  by  royal  grant  and  othoro, 
&3  the  thraa  last,  by  purohasa*    The  Hogoboocis  first  settled 
about  Eaopua,  or  Kingston,  and  later  extended  into  tho  rloh 
valloys  of  Columbia  oounty,  on  vrhat  was  originally  the 
Llvingaton  grant. 

The  Peraona;  Briefly,  Stephen  Hogeboom  of  Claveraok  (now 
Ghent)  near  Hudson,  eon  of  Jeremias,  son  of  Plater,  son  of 
Eartholomeus,  son  of  Pieter  of  Holland.  Pleter  had  married 
Janat^e  (Yanatohis,  or  Jane)  itulder  (Miller)  daughter  of 
Clonelis  Stephaase  Mulder,  son  of  Stephen  of  Guilderland,  a 
family  of  Huguenot  dasoent.   His  will  devised  a  bausry  (farm) 
in  Claverack  to  his  son  Jereaias,  Near  by,  in  Stephen 'a  time, 
were  to  farms  of  Tobias  L.  Hogeboom,  Laurence  and  John  C. 
Hogeboom.   Stephen  was  a  mercber  of  the  state  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1801,  of  the  Assembly  of  1790-96,  and  state 
Senator  1805-8,  He  had  been  an  officer  in  the  Revolutionary 
army,  and  Lieut,  Colonel  of  the  Albany  county  mllltisu  Hs 
must  have  been  on  the  benoh  before  he  beoame  Senator,  for  ho 
held  the  popular  title  of  Judge.  Stephen  had  one  son«  Killean, 
and  four  daughters.   The  two  eldest,  Christina  and  Jenny,  were 
happily  married,  Polly  ^aa  still  a  child,  but  Catherine,  or 
Kitty,  was  a  problem.  Beautiful  she  was,  if  we  may  judge  by 
her  picture  in  the  possession  of  the  Webb  family,  v?ith  regular- 
ly formed  features,  bright,  dark  ©yes,  and  dark  xingleta  whioh 
hung  about  har  neck.  But  she  had  no  mind  to  marry.  Not  in 
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Ta^n.  oaaa  General  W3bb  (of   tho  wobbs  of  Dorsetahirea  England) 
alda  and  private  ssoyataary  to  Gena^al  Washlngtcxia-  the  sane 
T/ho  had  issuad  tha  order  for  the  reading  of  tha  Doolaration 
©f  Indapand^ioa  in  New  York  Gityi  who  had  been  wounded  at  B\in!i3r 
Hill,   taken  prisoner  on  tha  Long  Island  expedition,  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Order  of  the  Cinoinnati,   and  waa  grand 
marahall  during  Wfj^hington'a  first  inauguration^  and  aocompanisd 
the  President-General   (wrhora  gome  persisted  in  calling  "his 
majesty*')   froiTj  tha  City  Hail  to  St,   Paail's  Oha^al,   and  then 
to  his  home  on  Cherry  Hill   (Franklin  Squ^e,)     General  Webb 
was  90ms  oharaoter. 

General  Philip  Sohuyler  wa3  born  at  Albany,   N.   Y«,    in  1733, 
and  would  have  been  55  years  old  in  1783,      If  this  is  the 
Sohuyler  of  the  first  letter  (and  the  transcriber  does  not 
understand  the  riddle  initial  J.)   hie  history  is  well  known, 
as  a  soldier   of  the  Revolutionary  War,    in  Congress,    and  in  the 
state  Senate*     His  dau;^ter  Elizabeth  married  Alexander  Hamilton*
